Stamp Advisory Committee 
Mexico City Meeting Maps 
Plans for Joint Stamp Issue 


A N historical meeting of phila- 
fm telic importance was held in 
Mexico City, Mexico, on May 
9-12, 1960, when a delegation of the 
Aitizen’s Stamp Advisory Commit- 
ee of the U. S. Post Office Depart- 
paent met with their counterparts of 
he Mexican Postal Administration. 
The purpose of the meeting was to 
arrange for stamps of identical de- 
sign to be issued simultaneously by 
che two countries in commemoration 
of the 150th anniversary of Mexican 
independence. This is only the sec- 
ond time that the United States has 
thus acted in unison with any coun- 
try, the first having been when the 
"St. Lawrence Seaway stamp was 
jissued in the same design on the 
ssame day by Canada and the U.S.A. 
On the latter occasion, it will be re- 
vealled, Queen Elizabeth II and 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
participated in the dedication cere- 
monies. 

The U. S. delegation to Mexico 
was headed by Franklin R. Bruns, 
ZJr., Director of the Division of 
Philately, substituting for L. Rohe 
Walter, Special Asst. to the Post- 
master General and chairman of the 
Committee, who was unavoidably 
detained at the last minute. Also in 
the U. S. delegation were William H. 
Buckley, Art Director of the J. Wal- 
ter Thompson Advertising Agency; 
Donald R. McLeod, of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing; Bernard 
Davis, of the National Philatelic 
Museum; and the writer, H. L. 
Lindquist, head of the National Fed- 
eration of Stamp Clubs. 

The Mexican delegates who par- 
ticipated at some or all of the meet- 
ings included: Ing. Luis Girault, 
Deputy Director of Posts; and 
Senors Rafael Murillo Vidal, Director 
General of Posts; Rodolfo Bejar, 
Chief of the Transportation Divi- 
sion; Enrique Del Rey, Chief of the 
Stamp Division; Miguel Delgado 
Chavez, Chief Inspector. Also, the 
ollowing members of the Mexican 
onsultative Committee on Stamp 
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Issues: Jose Lorenzo Cossio, an old 
friend of the writer who is an ad- 
vanced specialist in Mexican stamps 
on which he has written several 
books; Jack Verrey, who is secre- 
tary of the Philatelic Society of 
Mexico and who conducts a stamp 
column called “Stamp World” in a 
Mexico City newspaper; Augustin 
Coronado; Leon Helguera, and 
Emilie Obregon. 

The delegations, under the guid- 
ance of Earl J. Wilson, of the Amer- 
ican Embassy, were received by 
Robert C. Hill, U. S. Ambassador to 
Mexico; and Senor Walter C. Bu- 
chanan, Secretary of Communica- 
tions of Mexico. Mr. Buchanan 
placed his large conference room at 
the disposal of the committees for 
their meetings. Both Ambassador 
Hill and Secretary Buchanan ex- 
pressed their enthusiastic approval 
of the idea for a joint issue, empha- 
sizing the friendly relations between 
our two countries. 

The committees of the two coun- 
tries quickly arrived at several basic 
decisions. The stamps would be 
identical in design, with only the 
necessary difference in wording and 
as to the stamp values.

Jean Van Noten Works on 
View in Miami 
ae Miami Museum of Modera Art is 
holding an exhibition of tapestries, 
water colors, and stamps designed by 
the well known Belgian artist and sculp- 
tor Jean Van Noten.. It opened on May 
10th and will continue through June 5, 
1960, and is under the patronage of the 
Belgian Ambassador to the U.S.A., Louis 
Scheyven. The Museum is located at 
North Bayshore Drive and 20th Street, 
Miami, Florida; its president is Bernard 
Davis, who is also founder and president 
of the National Philatelic Museum in 
Philadelphia. 

In the last ten years Mr. Van Noten 
has staged in Belgium a number of art 
and cultural exhibitions, and is considered 
that country’s foremost contemporary ar- 
tist. He is skilled in many art forms, 
and is presently in the United states on 
a special assignment to design, stage, and 
promote the World’s Trade Fair in the 
Coliseum in New York City, chosen for 
this task by the group of Inner Nations 
of Europe, consisting of Belgium, Hol- 
land, France, Luxembourg, Italy, and 
West Germany. As Mr. Davis says of 
him, “There is hardly an artist who can 
equal Van Noten’s versatility.” His mu- 
rals and tapestries have received imter- 
national acclaim, as have his works as a 
sculptor, and we philatelists are all fa- 
miliar with his remarkable productions 
in postage stamps.

Baltic States Exhibition 

in Montreal 

HE Estonian, Latvian, and Lithuanian 

Philatelic Clubs held an exhibition in 
Montreal, Canada, April 23-24, 1960, 
which was officially opened by Postmaster 
General William Hamilton. 

In his welccming address Chairman 
Erich Koiv mentioned that it was the first 
time on this continent that stamps from 
these three Baltic States bad jointly ex- 
hibited. He called attention to the fact 
that these stamps tell the historic, econom- 
ic, cultural and political life of the three 
countries. The struggle for freedom after 
the first World War, the few happy years 
of independence and tragic loss of it to 
Soviet Russia, are shown in their stamps. 
The economic difficulties right after the 
first World. War, indicated in the fact that 
in Latvia, for instance, stamps were print- 
ed on the back of obsolete German mili- 
tary maps. In Lithuania some stamp issues 
were printed on the paper of bread supply 
cards. 

After June 1940, when they were occu- 
pied by force and annexed to the Soviet 
Union, any philatelic movement in the 
Baltic Soviet Republics was prohibited. In 
1958 a Baltic stamp exhibition was or- 
ganized in Riga, capital of Latvia, but it 
was forbidden to display any stamps from 
the days of independence with portraits of 
presidents. 

Today, he said, only Soviet Russian 
postage stamps can be used in these coun- 
tries, but the Baltic people still hope for 
freedom and independence again, and will 
never be satisfied with the existing oppres- 
sion.

New Issue of Unesco Gift 
Stamps 


A NEW issue of UNESCO gift stamps 
is expected to be available about 
June 1, 1960. There are two stamps to 
the set, and the design is the same for 
both. It is by R. Joutet, an artist on 
the staff of UNESCO. It shows two 
hands, symbolical of one giving, one re- 
ceiving. 

The 25c stamp is olive-green; the 50c 
one, rusty red. Each stamp will be pub- 
lished in booklets of ten pages each, ten 
gift stamps to the page. The price is 25¢ 
each, or $1.00 for a block of four. 

These are not postage stamps, and can- 
not be used to frank mail, but many U.N. 
collectors like to include them in their 
collections. Funds raised through sale 
of these gift stamps will be used for the 
education, vocational training, or rehabili- 
tation of needy children in various parts 
of the world.

Plates 26633 and 26634, prepared for 
the 4-cent SEATO commemorative stamp 
which will first be placed on sale May 
31, 1960, at Washington, D. C., were 
sent to press towards the end of April.

KENT B. STILES 


y N JUNE 8, 1960, the Leo and 
O Samuel August First Day 


Cover Award will be pre- 
sented to Kent B. Stiles, stamp edi- 
tor of The New York Times, at a 
dinner in his honor at the Advertis- 
ing Club in New York. This, there- 
fore, seems an appropriate time for 
us to publish a “Flowers for the 


_ Living” article which we have long 


had in mind for Mr, Stiles. His con- 
tributions to the field of philately 
have been considerable, but he has 
also served effectively in other fields, 
a fact not so widely known as it 


should be. So we are glad for an 
opportunity to spread knowledge of 


his accopmlishments as a public-spir- 
ited newspaperman and editor in 
other avenues of endeavor than our 
own hobby. 

Kent was born in Pittsfield, New 
Hampshire, the son of the Rev. 
William Curtis Stiles, Congrega- 
tional minister, and Cape Cod-born 
Mary A. A. Newcomb. Kent’s father 
later became one of the editors of 


the original Standard Dictionary; 


and his mother wrote short stories 
for the fondly remembered The 
Youth’s Companion. With that heri- 
tage, Kent quite naturally turned to 
writing for his professional career. 
Kent was a cub reporter in the 
famed Park Row era when the New 
York World was located there and 
was one of the spots every visitor to 
New York had to see. His salary 
was a handsome $15.00 a week, plus 
an expense account, which, as a min- 
ister’s son, Kent probably did not 
pad. Those were the “good old days” 
when a fellow continued to work 
year after year at the same salary, 
however, so if he did “pad” the ex- 
pense account a little bit, who could 
blame him? But he had other remun- 
erations, such as covering the base- 
ball games of the Dodgers, who, like 
himself as to salary, always were 
waiting ‘til next year for victory. 
But waiting can be onerous after a 
while, so Kent moved on to a better 
salary deal and an eighteen-hour-a- 
day stint at the Brooklyn Eagle.

Then came the chance that all 
Brooklyn newspapermen longed for 
and dreamed of—to work for The 
Associated Press over in Manhattan! 
Every newspaperman knew that no 
one ever went out on an unimportant

story for the A.P. For seven years, 
then, Kent was thrown into intimate 
contact with such important person- 
ages as Theodore Roosevelt, William 
Howard Taft, Woodrow Wilson; and 
Herbert Hoover, then Secretary of 
Commerce. Those were years of big- 
time newspaper work for Kent. 

His experience as a newspaper- 
man quite logically led to a job as 
editor of a business magazine: to- 
day's Distribution Age, published in 
Philadelphia, but in those days 
known as Distribution and Ware- 
housing. For eighteen years this ac- 
tivity took Kent all over the United 
States and Canada; and during that 
period he brought about what is to- 
day recognized as having been a 
great achievement of vast and last- 
ing importance. 

About 1923 national distributors 
and public warehousemen who stored 


shippers’ goods were using negotiable 
warehouse receipts (which are legal 
documents), no two of which were 
alike in size, color, or text. As a 
magazine editor in the field, Kent 
made a habit of doing constructive 
thinking on behalf of his industry, 
and in relation to this particular 
problem he asked himself: “Why 
should shippers and public ware- 
housemen have to use so many diff- 
erent negotiable receipts?” Kent vis- 
ualized standardization. He wrote 
letters, and more letters to persons 
who might be able to initiate steps 
towards this goal. 

He assembled warehouse receipts 
from 400 sources. He contacted Sec- 
retary of Commerce Herbert Hoover, 
who was known for his devotion to 
the practicability of standardization. 
Mr. Hoover invited Kent to Wash- 
ington. Kent took along his 400 re- 
ceipts and had Mr. Hoover's aides 
spread them over tables, desks, 
chairs, anywhere there was space in 
the office, and they made an impres- 
sive silent plea for his cause. Mr. 
Hoover was won to it immediately. 
He authorized Kent to issue bids in 
his name to a national distribution 
conference. He wrote personal let- 
ters to key executives. 

During the next few years such 
conferences were sponsored by Mr. 
Hoover and publicized by Kent. Dis- 
tributors met in Chicago, Cleveland, 
New York, Atlantic City, Washing- 
ton. At each conference Herbert 
Hoover eulogized Kent as the in- 
augurator and architect of the move- 
ment; and Kent nursed the project 
through to a triumphant conclusion. 
Today there is one standardized 
receipt, sustained in many courts as 
the legal one. It is a document that 
is in constant use; and since the 
middle nineteen-twenties it has prob- 
ably saved millions of dollars for the 
American business world. 

Kent likes to tell of a time not 
so long ago when, passing the New 
York Public Library, he espied in 
the passing throng none other than 
Herbert Hoover, but had little

UT of the close to 70 countries 
which have issued World Refugee 
Year stamps, only three issues have come 
from countries of the Britis, Common- 
wealth. While I do not favor a flood of 
issues from Commonwealth countries, 
this is one instance where I would have 
liked to have seen an exception made. 

I have had several letters from read- 
ers of STAMPS concerning the British 
stamps which have been treated for 
electronic sorting. Naturally, the catalogs 
are not up to date on these because they 
are of such recent issue. All wanted to 
know just what stamps to look for, so 
here is a complete check list to date. 

GRAPHITE (black lines only on the 
back): St. Edwards Crown watermark, 
the 4d, 1d, 14%4d, 2d, 24d, 3d, Crown 
watermark, 42d, 1d, 144d, 2d, 24%d, 3d, 
4d, 444d. 

GRAPHITE/PHOSPHOR (black lines 
on back, plus almost colorless phosphor 
lines on face): St. Edwards Crown wa- 
termark, 44d, 1d, 14d, 2. Crown water- 
mark, 2d, 244d, 3d, 4d, 444d. 

The newcomer, which is causing some 
confusion, is the Graphite-Phosphor 2d 
with St. Edwards Crown watermark, for 
when the stamps were officially an- 
nounced, no mention was made of them. 

I don’t know how many readers of 
these notes have obtained the few values 
of the South African zoo set which have 
appeared with the “Arms” watenmark. 
If you still have to get these stamps, my 
urgent tip is to buy now, for there will 
be no more printings of the 4d, 6d, and 
1/- values. These have been replaced by 
the new commemoratives, which will re- 
main on sale until the mew currency issue 
appears next year. Incidentally, the 4d 
value was apparently off sale at the Pre- 
toria Philatelic Bureau before the re- 
placing commemorative came out. I can- 
not think of any recently changed stamps 
with better prospects among the Com- 
monwealth issues, with the possible ex- 
ception of the G. B. stamps overprints. 
These latter are certainly rising fast.

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U. S. to ore Japanese 
U. S. Treaty Anniversary 
Stamp 


STMASTER GENERAL Arthur E. 

Summerfield has announced that the 
United States Post Office Department will 
issue a stamp commemorating the 100th 
anniversary of the first treaty to promote 
mutual understanding and good will be- 
tween Japan and the United States. An 
announcement on the new stamp was also 
made simultaneously on May 23rd in 
Japan by U. S. Ambassador Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, 2d. 


Ambassador MacArthur noted that the 
Japanese diplomatic mission arrived in 
Washington, D. C., Navy Yard 100 years 
ago after a three-month voyage on various 
ships. While in Washington they ratified 
the first comprehensive treaty Japan had 
ever signed with a foreign power. 


The President has proclaimed the year 
1960 to be the “United States of America- 
Japan Centennial Year.” The Centennial 
which is being celebrated on both sides of 
the Pacific is a notable event in the history 
of U.S.-Japanese relations.

One hundred years ago the U. S. and 
Japan exchanged ratifications of the Treaty 
of Amity and Commerce which they had 
concluded two years before. 


The first Japanese Diplomatic mission 
to go abroad in modern times visited the 
United States for this purpose. This year, 
the President will visit Japan, while the 
Crown Prince and Princess of Japan will 
visit the United States on the occasion of 
the Centennial of the establishment of 
diplomatic relations between the United 
States and Japan. 


The new stamp will be of the 4-cent 
denomination used in the United States 
for domestic first class mail. It was de- 
signed by Miss Gyo Fujikawa, an Ameri- 
can artist of Japanese parentage (\Nisei) 
now living in New York City.

Except for the necessary difference 
in captions and denominations, the Mex 
can Independence stamps issued by bot 
nations will be identical in design, fee 
turing the bell now at the National Palac 
in Mexico City which is rung each yea 
by the President of Mexico to signal th 
beginning of the Independence annivet 
sary. This historic bell was brought t 
Mexico City from Doiores where Migue 
Hidalgo rang it in his church in his cal 
for independence. 


This design is the result of the COOR 
erative efforts of Leon Helguera of Mex 
ico and Charles R. Chickering of th 
United States Bureau of Engraving an 
Printing. It was approved in Mexico 
City recently by postal officials of Mexic 
and members of the United States Pos 
Office Department's Citizens’ Stamp Ad 
visory Committee.

The stamps will be 
of the 30 centavos denomination for 
Mexico and the 4-cent denomination for 
the United States, these being the respec- 
tive rates for first class letter mail ia 
and between each country. Both stamps 
will be printed in red and green on 
white paper, thereby featuring the Mexi- 
can national colors. 

One hundred and twenty million of 
the United States stamps will be issued. 
The site of their first day sale will be 
announced later. 

Postmaster General Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield in announcing the Mexican In- 
dependence stamps said, “The govern- 
ments and peoples of the United States 
and of the great nation of Mexico—gov- 
eraments and peoples who share a long 
common and peaceful. border — have 
learned to live side by side in friendship 
and in harmony. 

“It is indeed significant, in these days 
when international crises are all too fre- 
quent, that our two countries have cre- 
ated this atmosphere of good neighborli- 
ness—an atmosphere of mutual respect, 
understanding and trust—and thus con- 
tributed to the well-being and progress 
of each. It was with these thoughts in 
mind that I proposed to Rafael Murillo 
Vidal, Director General of Posts of 
Mexico, in November, 1959, that our 
two nations jointly issue Mexican Inde- 
pendence stamps in 1960.”

Bo.ttvia—Have you ever tried finding 
a mint set of Scott’s 4251-268, the 1939 
Animal series which has been postally 
used extensively? Collectors of animals 
on stamps who trying to include it in 
their collections are having a bard time 
to find this set mint. No stocks are on 
hand anywhere, and the supply is very 
low. Another worthwhile set to include 
in your collection is #274-280, a set of 
“stamps on stamps.” Finally, Nos. 357a 
and b, 358a and 6b, ClS5a and b, and 
C156a and b, eight souvenir sheets com- 
memorating the athletic championship 
matches of 1948, are recommended. More 
than half Scott’s valuation is being asked 
for these seemingly low-priced souvenir 
sheets which are disappearing into collec- 
tions faster than they can be replaced 
by dealers from whom they are purchased.

CANADA—A cursory glance into Scott's 
catalog might make it seem easy to find 
Scott's Nos. 303-4, 318-19, 349-350, and 
357-58, since Scott prices them so low. 
But eight out of ten dealers do not have 
them in stock. These stamps have long 
been due for an increase in value, and 
because they are rather difficult to find, 
at least here in the United States, price 
changes will have to take place sooner 
or later. My recommendation is to get 
them now. They should go up in the next 
Scott catalog. 


ScoTt’s May MONTHLY JouRNAL PRICE 
CHANGES—Laos—Scott’s #25-26 went up 
from $4.00 to $6.00, 4C13 from $25.00 
to $37.50. Today the net selling prices 
for these postage and airmail stamps is 
pretty close to these figures and in some 
instances even more. Further upward val- 
uations can be expected in the 1961 
Scott catalog. Korea—The often men- 
tioned 1948 Olympic Game issue, Scott’s 
#85-86, went up again, this time from 
$30.50 to $40.00. Nos. 91-92 went up 
from $8.00 to $22.00! No. 95, the 1949 
U.N. issue increased from $5.00 to $8.00, 
and #132-173, the famous Flag issue, 
had its long-expected price increase and 
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catalog valuation. JapAN — 
ned in this column, #154 went 


commemorative, Scott’s #505-508, 
up from $6.80 to $10.00; #518a in- 
x eased from $6.00 to $10.00. The famous 
airmail souvenir sheet, #C8, tipped and 
recommended here several times, rose 
from $45.00 to $65.00. LEBANON — 
Scott’s #C221-222 went up from $3.50 
to $5.00 and should be bought now 
while still easily obtainable. This pair 
sells for around $3.50 net, and the heavy 
influence of U.N. related issue collectors 
will bring a further price increase, soon 
making this new valuation outdated. Li- 
BERIA — Scott’s #C70a, the souvenir 
sheet, is priced for the first time at $2.25, 
while #340a, the postage souvenir sheet, 
is still left unpriced. Both souvenir sheets 
exist perforated and imperforated, and 
therefore, should be bought in a set of 
four. Today, the selling price of these 
sheets is from $4.50 to $5.50, so it seems 
that the valuation of #C70a is some- 
what on the low side.

Continuing from last week let’s look 
at the other towns and cities that used 
the large Old Style Bureaus, and while re- 
viewing them we will also go into the 
other Bureaus from these places. 


Albany, the State Capital, used only 
coils with the large Old Style types. The 
2-cent turned out to be a real good one, 
closely followed by the 3c Lincoln. Among 
the Small Old Style you find several 
scarce items, among them the 1%c side- 
view Harding and the 30-cent G-C cat. 
No. H54. This last item really is worth 
watching. Most of those one runs across 
are with dated control, but even they 
are scarce. Following this item, we be- 
lieve the 15c Statue of Liberty is a good 
one, and you may have to do some huat- 
ing until you run across a copy of the 3c 
Stuart Washington with this type in good 
condition. Check your catalog for the 
other denominations that will bear watch- 
ing, like the % cent Nathan Hale, and 
others.

In the Presidential section we find 


two items which are better than all the 
other Albany Bureaus mentioned so far, 
mone other than the 20c and 15¢ with 
the wide-spacing overprint, WITHOUT 
the dated controls. However, even with 
the dated controls, these two denomina- 
tions are not common. There are sev- 
eral other high values without the con- 
trols that are good property to have, 
even among the narrow-spacing Presiden- 
tials. Since most of the narrow Presi- 
dentials have been replaced with the 
Liberty series, you had better get your 
set complete while they are available. 
When we talk of high values, we usually 
mean the denominations above the six- 
cent. 

It is really surprising to find a low 
value Presidential from Albany that is

Binghamton is our next stop. The 
best in the perf. 10x10 series is the 2- 
cent, closely followed by the 1-cent. 
However there are a couple of items in the 
compound set, that is the 11x10% se- 
ries, which rate quite a bit more than 
the perf. 10x10 mentioned. Those are 
the l-cent G-C cat. No. B12 and the 
8-cent No. B20. If you don’t believe it, 
try and find some centered copies. Among 
the coils we have the 1%c, which stands 
out like a sore thumb against the 1c and 
2c. It will cost you many times the 
amount you have to pay for the last two 
items mentioned. All items from Bing- 
hamton so far mentioned are of course 
in the large Old Style types. 

In the small Old Style section, it’s 
again a coil which will cause you a little 
headache. This is the 1%c_ sideview 
Harding G-C cat. No. H58. There also 
are a couple among the sheet stamps 
which are not easy to pick up, namely, 
1%c full-face Harding and the 5-cent. 

In the Presidential section we find the 
Ye and Ic wide-spacing that will cost 
you more than $1.00. A surprising thing, 
in the Defense section, is that the Ic 
narrow is better than the wide-spacing.
